NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 21 st November, 2006 
In the Matter of the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 
Trust Fund for Empowerment of Persons with Disabilities, 

New Delhi 

No. 30-03/2004-D.D. ill.—Whereas the Hon’ble Supreme Court in Civil Appeal 
Nos. 4655 and 5218 of 2000 decided on 16th April, 2004 in the case of Indian Banks’ 
Association, Bombay and Ors. vs, Devkala Consultancy Service and Ors. directed for 
creation of a Fund for implementation of the provisions of the Persons with Disabilities 
(Equal Opportunities, Protection of Righfs and Full Participation) Act, 1995 to be managed 
by the Comptroller and Auditor General of India. 
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NOW, therefore, the Centra! Government in compliance of the above said 
directions of the Hon'ble Supreme Court, in exercise of powers conferred 
by Sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act 1890 (6 of 1890), 
the Central Government hereby order that the moneys set out in Schedule 
TV shall, as from the date of publication of this notification, be vested in 
Treasurer of Charitable Endowments of India to be held by him and his 
successors in Office upon trust to hold the said moneys and the income 
thereof in accordance with the trust and terms set out in the Scheme set 
forth in Schedule 'B' for administration of the said funds; 

And it is hereby notified that the Scheme set forth in Schedule 'B' annexed 
hereto has, under sub section (1) of section 5 of the Act, been settled for 
administration of the said fund and under sub section (3) of the said 
section 5 of the said Act, it is hereby further ordered that it shall come into 
force with immediate effect 

SCHEDULE ‘A’ 

Contribution of one lakh rupees made by the Indian Banks' Association 
towards the corpus of ,the trust to be known as the "Trust Fund for 
Empowerment of Persons with Disabilities." 

SCHEDULE ‘B’ 

Scheme for the administration of the Trust Fund for Empowerment of 
Persons with Disabilities, New Delhi 

The Trust so created shall work for welfare of Persons with Disabilities. The 
Funds the Trust shall be administered and applied for following objects:- 

(i) to implement various provisions of Persons with Disabilities 

1 (Equal Opportunity, Protection of Rights and Full Participation) 
Act, 1995 

(ij) to promote employment 

(iii) to promote skill and entrepreneurial development 

(iv) to provide subsidy to grant of loans under scheme for 
promotion of self-employment. 

(v) to provide scholarships for pursuing technical or professional 
courses. 

(vij* to promote awareness about prevention, detection, early 

intervention and rehabilitation. 

(vii) -to promote physical and mental well being through recreation, 
sports and cultural activities 
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(viii) to promote for persons with severe disabilities the 
establishment and management of special homes, and 
(ix) to do all other things those are incidental and conducive to the 
above objects. 

2. The objectives of the Fund shall extend to the whole of India. 

3. The management and administration of the Fund shall be by a Board 
of Management (hereinafter referred to as the Board) consisting of the 
following members namely: 

(a) Comptroller and Auditor General of India ... Chairman 

(b) Secretary to Government of India 

Ministry of Finance .. Member ex-officio 

(c) Secretary to Government of India 

Ministry of Law and Justice . Member ex-officio 

Meeting of the Board - The Board shall meet at least once in three 
months to decide policy matters or issues related to the Fund. ; 

The Board may function notwithstanding any vacancy in its 
constitution. 

The Board may, frame and amend from time to time, as they think 
fit, byelaws for the regulation, management and conduct of business and 
for any other purpose connected with the execution of the trust. 

The corpus of the trust fund shall comprise of the recoveries of the 
excess amount realised by the Union of India by way of interest tax and 
interest by the banks and other financial institutions, and a contribution of 
fifty lakhs rupees each by the concerned banks and the Indian Banks' 
Association, in accordance with directions of the Hon'ble Supreme Court 
dated 16.4.2004 in C.A. 4655 and 5218 Of 2000. 

Deposit of Fund - All moneys of the Fund shall be credited initially to 
the account of the Board of the Fund to be opened in any nationalized 
bank or any of its subsidiaries or any other Scheduled Bank approved in 
this behalf by the Government of India. 

Withdrawal of Funds - Withdrawals of funds from the accounts of the 
^ Board of the fund shall be regulated in a manner to be determined by the 
‘ Board. 
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The Board shall manage the funds of the Trust till such time the 
Central Government amends the Persons with Disabilities (Equal 
Opportunities, Protection of Rights and Full Participation) Act, 1995 for 
creation of a trust fund, upon which the corpus of the present trust shall be 
taken over by the statutory authority that shall so be created.
